Better Laws Would Be 
Enacted If People Showed 
Concern, Says IDiight 

If the people of California 
showed a greater Interest in the 
laws proposed at Sacramento 
^here would be less complaint 
Bbout those finally adopted and 
Knany on the statute hooka would 
never have had a chance of get¬ 
ting there. In the opinion of As¬ 
semblyman T. Fenton Knight, 
representative of this district. 

Mr. Knight illustrated his point 
In a letter to THE NEWS from 
Sacramento In which he said: 

"Three bills pertaining to the 
repeal of the act exempting the 
■Huntington Library from taxation 
were heard in committee last 
week. The bills Introduced by As¬ 
semblyman Voight were strongly 
presented and would have passed. 
I believe, were It not for the 
presence of three persons, who 
spoke against the bills. Drs. Rob- 
ers Millikan and William Bennet 
Munro of California Institute of 
Technology, and Dr. Max Far- 
rand from the Huntington Li¬ 
brary. 

"These gentlemen were Inter¬ 
ested enough to make the trip to 
Sacramento and the result of that 
trio was defeat of the offeiwive 
bills." 

"Personally I would welcome 
indl'vlduals or delegations from 
the 48th district, who have sin¬ 
cere opinions for or against any 
legislative proposals. In this way 
we, who are here to make the 
laws, will know Just what kind 
of laws are wanted and needed." 

In his letter Mr. Knight criti¬ 
cized liquor enforcement and pro- 
|f''sed amendments to the liquor 
i btrol legislation. He said: 

^ “Looseness In the present 
Liquor Control Act make* it 
practically Impossible for law en¬ 
forcement officers to curb lUegal 
practices in operation of some 
liquor establishments. Minors are 
permitted to frequent many on- 
sale places, and make purheases 
in off-sale stores In violation of 

"Proposed amendments to the 
existing liquor statutes would 
regulate licenses In ratio to popu¬ 
lation: In cities one license for 
every 500 population, and in un¬ 
incorporated areas one permit for 
each 750, with restrictions pr^ 
vlded for limitations In the vi¬ 
cinity of schools and churches. 

"This proposal Is unfair to 
persons living In the unlncorpor- 
ateil areas. Enactment of the 
amendments would result In an 
overnight mushroom growth of 
roadhouses with their attendant 
unsavory following." 

The La Canada legislator said 
he thought conditions might be 
a little "less odious" provided 
maximum numbers of licenses for 
Moh township w*r« gUpulatod.

Vegetable plates probably came 
into favor first with persons seeking 
to cut another comer on calorie con¬ 
sumption or build health through 
diet. People are eating them now, 
however, because they enjoy them, 
and it is becoming a practice in 
many homes to have a vegetable 
dinner once a week. And the food 
budget approves, for vegetables are 
inexpensive. 

No exact rules govern a good vege¬ 
table dinner, but some tried and 
tested hints may be helpful. ’Try to 
choose flavors that blend well, using 
not more than one strongly flavored 
vegetable from the cabbage, brussels 
sprouts, cauliflower family. Select 
vegetables of various colors and ar¬ 
range them on the plate with color 
contrast in mind. Vary appearance 
by mashing some vegetables and 
leaving others whole. Provide vari¬ 
ety of texture. If a salad accompa¬ 
nies the vegetable plate, this will 
provide the crispness in texture 
needed. 

Cook vegetables with as little 
water as possible. If you have an 
electric range, you have a distinct 
advantage in vegetable cooking. 
When electric heat is turned to low, 
its even, measured quality enables 
you to cook vegetables with very 
little water, frequently as little as 
one-half cup. In this manner, vege¬ 
tables are practically steamed, aiid 
they taste better, look more appe¬ 
tizing and retain more of their nat- 
•ral healthful gualitiaa.

Sion in our foreign affairs. After 
all, we cannot live at the top of 
a climax all the time. When 
crises continue to repeat them¬ 
selves, our Inteerst bogs down. 
But the danger is not over. 
There is just a glimmer of hope 
that the show-down may be a 
little less imminent. 

Mr. Roosevelt’s message to Hit¬ 
ler and Mussolini has quite evi¬ 
dently bad more effect than we 
can fully estimate at this time. 
It is only by future events we 
may be able to fully appraise the 
President’s efforts for world 
peace. Certain It is that he has 
very adroiUy placed the fire 
eaters on the s^t. In effect, he 
offers to help them get what 
they want without fighting. He 
advises them that there need be 
no war—unless they start it. And 
if they do, they are the aggressors, 
and before the bar of world-wide 
opinion, they will be on the wrong 
side of the ar^ment. After all, 
there is an abstract right and 
wrong to every circumstance, and 
the power of right is a compel¬ 
ling force. The responsibility for 
ordering the horror and disaster 
of a world conflict is enough to 
sober even a Hitler. And though 
the first unofficial response from 
Germany and Italy was a bel¬ 
ligerent refusal, with abuse and 
criticism for Mr. Roosevelt, It Is 
somewhat bartening to note that 
they ars cooling down and tak¬ 
ing time to consider the mes¬ 
sage. 

In the end they probably Midll 
not refuse— they will seek to 
evade the issue by diplomatic 
trickery. 

In the meantime France and 

Eh^^land continue their efforts to 
build the iron ring around Ger¬ 
many and Italy to stop their ex¬ 
pansion to the East. 

In order to Keep the record 
straight and for the benefit of 
future history It should be ob¬ 
served and placed on the record, 
that the secondary power? ap<> 

not nearly so fearful*of German 
and Italian aggression as are 
F’rance and Engtand. The smaller 
powers have no Illusions and are 
fully aware that France and

And so the smaller nations are 

joining the French-English alli¬ 
ance with obvious reluctance. 

The latest accessions to the 
stop Hitler movement now takes 
in Russia and Turkey, and that 
should give us another pause In 
which to think and meditate. At 
least we must give the war pro- 
pogandist time to invent a new 
slogan. We can’t join the battle

I legalizing dog racing in 
California was passed 
through the Senate c o m- 
mittees was a surprise even to 
Its sponsors. Unless opponents to 
this measure make a better show¬ 
ing when It is presented before the 
Public Morals committee of the 
Assembly there Is a reasonable 
possibility it may reach the Gov¬ 
ernor’s desk for his signature. 
The bill- now up to the Senate 
permits an annual meeting of 70 
days in San Francisco and other 
bay counties a.s weil as Los An¬ 
geles. Other counties of the State 
are limited to a period of 17 days. 

Eforts to replace the Hunting- 
ton Library properties on the 
regular tax rolls was defeated In 
committee by an overwhelming 
majority. In view of the fact that 
this is the second time this mea¬ 
sure has been refused the floor 
in the Legislature, It Is probable 
that further efforts In this direc¬ 
tion will be abandoned. 

The tax validating measure, 
which effects every property 
owner in Los Angeles County, Is 
now out of Committee and will 
probably come to a vote In the 
Assembly at an early date. 

Opponents of the compulsory 
health insurance plan are elated 
over the removal from the gen¬ 
eral budget of an appropriation 
of $200,000 set aside to make the 
plan operative. If the bill, which 
has not yet been heard In com¬ 
mittee. Is approved It will have 
to carry with It a special appro¬ 
priation before It can be made 
effective. 

While opposing factions In the 
Assembly have been wrangling 
over various Items In the budget, 
many of which have fallen under 
the axe of the economy bloc, a 
number of controversial measures 
have been reported out of com¬ 
mittee. Among those which will 
be used as fuel to add to the 
flames of floor oratory are the 
“T.ltfle Wagner Labor Act;’’ the 
Olson tax bill to Increase state 
horseracing license fees by $2,- 
000,000, and the Cannon bill to 
make Tag saluting mandatory In 
all public schools.

The Use of Face Powder 

Face powder is perhaps woman’s 
oldest beauty aid. In Egypt, China 
and Japan powders have been used 
for centuries. Rice, starch, clay, 
bismuth and almond meal were toi¬ 
let prerequisites before the days of 
Clecpatra. 

A high grade powder is a many- 
sided blessing. It protects the skin 
against strong sunlight, harsh winds 
and atmospheric dust. 

The woman who knows her beauty 
rules never grinds powder into the 
pores. She pats it on lightly, start¬ 
ing under the chin and not on the 
nose, as was the old-time custom. 
After its application she taps her 
face lightly with the finger tips. That 
tends to make the powder stick. 

It’s important to be fastidious 
about the powder pad, since germs 
lurk on even a clean skin. Absorb¬ 
ent cotton is more sanitary, though 
it doesn’t spread the powder as nice¬ 
ly as lamb’s wool. Rouge pads are 
frowned upon because they are usu¬ 
ally given such long service. 

Many of today’s powders contain 
starch talcum, also oxide of zinc, 
which is an excellent antiseptic. To 
help powders to hold on lotions are 
used, some being compounded of 
stearate of zinc and a bland eU. 
They should be rubbed into the flesh 
until they disappear, as you would 
with a vanishing cream.
